55 cents a dozen at Madison grocer- 
ies today, and the wholesale market 
was completely demoralized as a re- 
sult of the laying spurt of hens in 
this vicinity due to the mild weath- 
er. 
One up-town grocery dropped 


the retail price from 55 cents to 45 
cents a dozen today. Eggs were 
selling at 40 cents a dozen in crate 
lots. Farmers have been receiving 
from 37 to 38 cents a dozen, but the 
drop to 31% cents in the Chicago 
market will cause a furth-er drop 
here, egg men predicted. 


Whether the decline in egg prices 


will continue depends on the weather 
and the hens, the men said. Many 
eggs are being shipped ir. from the 
northern part of the state, and this 
affects the local market, although 
most of the eggs sold in groceries 
are purchased from the farmers or 
from nearby villages.

"Yon have louned England 5,000 


millions of dollars of .which you will 
never.get back a penny. This .mon- 
ey was raised in this country to 
light for 
liberty and democracy. 


But this money which was raised 
:n this country to fight for liberty 
is now being used by England to 
fight liberty 'in Ireland."

tirely in black .and wore .a..large, 
blade' mourning Veil." "Hiss Mae- 
Swiney held her audience in wrapt 
attention and she was given an ova- 
tion by the crowd.

"The United States made the same 


fight, less than 
150 years ago, 


against the tyranny of England,'that 
Ireland is" making now," she declaim 
ed. "France was asked to recognize 
your country, and did, while it was 
still struggling against an army of 
occupation, as my country is now 
struggling. 


"Ireland was at that time unable 


to give official recognition to 
the 


young republic, but it did give moral 
support and practical aid, sending 
thousands to enlist in American com- 
panies, refusing to join the British 
expeditionary forces and, when con. 
scripted by force and transported to 
this side of the ocean, Irishmen by 
the hundreds waited on'y for the first 
dark night to desert Britain's regi- 
ments and take up arms on the side 
of the colonies. 


Is Now Republic. 


"Now Ireland is only asking that 


you, in return, recognize it as an in- 
dependent republic. We do'not ask 
that the United States fire one shot 
or spend one dollar in our behali 
You have nothing to fear from Eng- 
land. England is now using the five 
billion dollars, which you -lent it to 
fight for freedom, in keeping free- 
dom from the Irish 
people.

"The purpose of my bill for a new 


and smaller state board.of education' 
js to combine in one office, or depart- 
ment of education the present three 
offices of the state superintendent, 
the state vocational board and the 
state board of education, and to lim- 
it such board strictly to the field of 
inspection and educational policies," 
said Senator Skogmo. "My bill pro- 
vides for the complete separation of 
the work of inspection and policies 
from the administration of the nor- 
mal schools, Stout institute, the Min- 
ing school at Platteville and the uni- 
versity. When the legislature has 
made appropriations to these institu- 
tions, their administrative 
boards,. 


the normal board and the university 
board opght to be free to administer 
the affairs of these institutions with- 
out a board oeing placed over them. 
If such administrative boards cannot_ 
exercise the 
usual 
administrative' 


powers and duties, they should be 
abolished. 


"My bill as being drawn will pro- 


vide for the complete unification of 
our entire educational system for in. 
spection of the public schools and Its 
resulting policies. It will do away 
with the dual system and yet will 
have ample safeguards' by sections 
and proper representation 
on the 


board for the full 
development of 


our growing system of vocational 
schools. 


"The plan of the bill has the^est 


features of the California education- 
al system, but it contemplates a par- 
tial system of cooperative inspection 
by the normal schools, Stout insti- 
tute and the university. 
My one 


purpose has been to do what I could 
to secure the very best educational 
system for this commonwealth. .1 
hope to work with'the committees o * 
•>ducation in the senate and in the 
assembly, with the governor and all 
others to work out the very best 
system of inspection and policies OTI 
the one hand and of administration 
on the other. I believe the legisla- 
ture and the administration can cor- 
dially work together on this import- 
ant subject."

Says Report 


The public comfort station law, 


enacted two years ago, has 
been 


complied with in the manner intend- 
ed by about two score communities 
of the state, says a report rendered 
to the state engineering 'department 
by Frank R. King, 
summarizing 


1920 activities of. the 
bureau of 


plumbing and domestic sanitary en- 
gineering. 
The act applies to about 463 mu- 


nicipalities, and the report shows a 
large number are selecting 
sites, 


making plans or receiving bids. 


"In nearly all cases," it is added, 


"rest rooms also are being consid- 
ered in this connection." 


Discussing the building situation 


in the state the report observes that 
the number of new plumbing instal- 
lations started during the final quar- 
ter of 1920 was far below that for 
the corresponding period of the year j 
before.' Information indicates that" 
about 25 per cent of the journeyman 
plumbers employed in the state dur- 
ing the previous quarter either have 
left the state or are out of employ- 
ment. 
The reduction in 
installa- 


tions follows this ratio. 


The plumbing inspections during 


the last quarter numbered 575 and 
covered 218 communities. Forty- 
five installations were 
revoked, a 


percentage of 7.8 per cent, believed 
to set a new low record. 


The following places were report- 


ed as having sewer systems under 
construction: Amery, Augusta, Col- 
by7 Durand, Stratford, Viroqua, and 
Waterloo. 
Water supply 
systems 


were being 
constructed 
at Rio, 


Stratford and Viroqua. 
Sewerage 


systems were contemplated at Ab- 
botsford, Cedarburg, Chetek, Cum- 
berland, Ellsworth, Juneau, Onalas- 
ka, Rib Lake, St. Croix Falls, Spoon- 
er and other places.

Among her 
furniture -was a piano, the wonder 
of the entire comomairty. Early the 
next year she made a plan to visit 
friends in Chicago. But no -woman 
had made such a long trip in winter. 
Moreover, the snow was of unheard, 
of depth. 
In the lead mining dis- 


trict it was five and six feet on the 
le^l and Wisconsin territory was 
experiencing one of the worst win- 
ters since inhabited by white man. 


Early in March, in spite of the

Following 
the course of the inclosure down the 
opposite slope, we came upon a 
grotrp of log cabins, low, shabby 
and unpromising in their appear- 
ance. but a most welcome shelter 
from the pelting storm.

Coal Profiteering 


Senator La Toilette's Committee Reveals Profits Ranging 


From 35 to 200 Per Cent.. Will Only Freezing and 


Starving Show the People in What Direc- 


tion Relief May be Found. 


«f'M tired Of hearing these harrowing stories about profiteer- 
T ing," said a well known reactionary the other .day, "of 


course, everybody knows there were big profits made during 
the war, but the war has been over quite some time, and big 
business is making small profits these days." 


Let us see about this. An Associated Press dispatch tells 


us that the senate committee, of which Senator La Follette is 
chairman, which is investigating the profits of the coa) mining 
companies finds that some of them made as much as 200 per 
cent on their investments DURING 1920. 


One corporation, on a total investment of $178,000 mined 


122,000 tons of coal in the first nine months of 1920, on which 
its profit was $478,000. 


Another corporation with an investment of S163,'000 made 


$133,000 in nine months of 1920, or a, profit of 109 per cent on 
its capital. 
Still another with $1,428.000 invested made $716,- 


000 during the same period, a rate of 67 per cent. 
In 1919 the 


s<ame company's profits wore 30 per cent. 


The lowest profit among the 21 corporations which were 


investigated was 35 per cent for the year 1920. 


M. W. Bowen, assistant to Admiral W. S. Benson, .chairman 


of the Shipping Board testified that during 1920 the board had 
been charged as high as S19 a ton for "bunker coal." 


Why should such an enormous profit be permitted on one 


of the essentials of life? 
Some have thought that the unpre- 


cedented prices for coal this winter were caused by the high 
price of labor, but the revelations at Washington show that the 
railroad companies, and the mine owners are responsible for 
these prices. 


Not long ago there were howls of protest because the miners 


iiiid the impudence to demand a 30 hour week, and then we dis- 
rover that the miners are asking for LONGER hours of work 
than the bosses had permitted them during the year. 


A large number of the corporations investigated by Senator 


La FoUette's committee are operating in West Virginia where a 
slate of Avar existed for many months, and which originated 
from the determination of the mining corporations to break up 
the miners' union, and get labor at lower prices. 


The investigation has shown that the price of coal for ex- 


port has been as high as $14.50, but recently declined to about' 
83.50. And then the operator said that it would be UNPROFIT- 
ABLE for them to continue to mine coal at all for a price less 
than $3.00. 


Senator Calder of New York who has never been known as 


a radical, has been converted, by the revelations of the Sena<3 
Committee, to the policy of government control of the co;:l 
mines. 


And the senate committee has reported: 
"Our investigation into the coal situation has convinced 


us that private interests now in control of the production and 
distribution of coal, (in spite of the efforts of some) are actually 
unable to prevent a continuance*or repetition of the present de- 
plorable situation, and that it is the duty of the government to 
take such reasonable and practical steps as it may to remedy 
the evil." 


While government control of mines and railroads could 


eliminate enormous waste in the handling of coal, which is one 
of the prime necessities of our economic life, yet government 
ownership would make possible many additional economies. 


The Press Service Company of New York has been con- 


ducting a questionnaire, to find out how the people feel about 
government ownership. 
And who did they send the question- 


naire to? 
To the editors of NEWSPAPERS, most of them 


CONTROLLED by the railroads, the coal mining interests, and 
similar beneficiaries of privilege. 


But suppose the questionnaire had been sent out" to 5,000 


representative farmers, or to 5,000 representative wage-workers, 
what would have been the answer? 


Still it is true there IS a strong sentiment against public 


ownership. 
We must freeze and starve and suffer considerably 


more before we can SEE. 


But the lower house in Nebraska a, few days ago memorial- 


ized congress demanding government ownership and operation 
of the nation's coal mines.

Therefore the duty 
of the United States to its own peo- 
ple and to mankind is to refuse to 
sign this unjust treaty; refuse 
to 


guarantee its settlements by enter- 
ing the League of Nations, and re- 
fuse to- entangle the United States 
further by an understanding with 
France."
